MANAGEMENT OF TURKEYS. 


B»««i«MMMU Of *1i«M FowU WbUh OfU» 


frvr* Tr*ttl>l*a«m« M4 Unprofitable. 
TurkeyB require a largo range, nnd ex- 


cept on large farms, or «t least suMcteut- 
y so that they can bo kept from tres- 
>assing on the promises of neighbors, 
raising turkeys ia likely to bo trouble. 
Borne in mnuy ways besides being un- 
profitable. A naturally dry and rather 
sandy soil is the best for turkeys, aa it 
h for raising other fowls, for. nothing 
occiisions moro loss in young chicks of 
nil kinds than vrafling around in mud 
and wet grass. There is ono. thing that 
vim bo said in ftivor of raising turkeys 
that caimot Vo said of chickens, which 


tliafc they can bo moro easily driven 


whore ono wants them t» go, so that a 
child can watch ft turkey lien when elio 
is lot out with her brood, and can keep 
them from straying too 'far and drive 
them homo under shelter •when a storm 
ia coming np. 


Turkeys are very partial to choosing 


their own nests in the upon Gold, and 
where one succeeds in sotting on her 
stolen nest she should bo brought in and 
cooped for some woeka as soon as tho 
cliicks are hatched, leaving tho chicks 
to run out. It is, however, better to in- 
duce her to set somewhere under .shelter 
when it can bo .done. By putting tho 
Uen turkeys a few days before they bo 
gin to lay in a largo inclosuro where 
they can mako nests a little liidden from 
observation they can afterward be allow 
cil to run out, and will return and hatcl 
where their broods can have better pro 
tectiou than in the open field. Turkeys 
do not like to be disturbed whoa on their 
nests nor watched while going to them 
Tho young ones ore very tender., and foi 
a few ivcelis after hatching requiro evei 
moro care in keeping them out of Iho 
wet than chickens do. When from sis 
to eight v.'cuka old they becomo quit* 
hardy and can have full liberty, but u\ 
1o Mint lime the mother turkey sjiouhl K 
cpiifinud in a largo coop, and when lef 
to ran out for n short time, should b 
carefully -watched to prevent her wan 
dcrius off with her brood into tho tal 
grass. Turkeys can bo hatched am 
raised by hens, but a turkey undei 
stands tho way of tho young ones am 
•makes a better mother for them.

Get a piece of uiaplo, oak or otho

Have it turue 
nicely nntl a holo bored through for 
bolt to servo ns uu axle. Handles uro i 
bo attached in tho way Hhowu in tho i 
lustration. It is then a roller, and ma 
boused for that purpose in tho gardei 
following after Iho e«cd eowcr or in an 
phico where tho usu of a small' roller 
desirable. Inch holes aro bored ia 
circle around tho roller, midway be 
twceii Iho two ends, four inches nnar 
and short wooden pegs or pins aro in 
sorted to act us dibbers.

It is perlinju needless to remind tho 


reader tlmt thero uro ^omo 447,000 acres 
of wasto lands in Suffolk county, Long 
tslsind. They arc now covered with 
<luutcd pines, scrub oak and underbrush. 
If tili:iblo theso barren acres aro ndVan- 
lascously tiiluatcd for the experiment of 
colonizntioii. Tho qnoslion as to their 
possiblo fertility has been answered both 
ways, and it is mindly appearing, if not 
.ilrcady demonstrated, that those who 
denied llieir productiveness under proper 
cultivation liavu boon in error, Yeara 
igo Governor John A.._t)ix called tho 
ittentiou of tlio Now York Stuto Agri- 
cultnnil Bpcicty to these lauds. 


Sinco Governor Dis wroto many suc- 


cessful experiments in cultivation of 
these lands have confirmed his judg- 
ment.

20 acrea near tho village of Olean- 


lieen tliscovored, lies Lakeland, a hither- 
to wild tract of Eorub and furze, on 
which it was proposed to establish a 
colony. Among those who wore in- 
duced to purchase land there in tho days 
when romantically worded advertise- 
ments described it ns an Eden, were 
three Bohemian families who had ar- 
rived in this country but a short time 
before. 


The heads of theso families were John 


Kertochvil, Joshua Wavra and Joseph 
Houla. 
They wore honest, credulous 


lolk, unfamiliar with tlio wiles of tho 
'boomer," and they purchased their 
land unseen ou his representations. But 
when in tho waning nutuinn they and 
their wives nnd little ones beheld Lake1- 
land, its only harvest frost tinted, Bun 
Iried, crinkling leaves, their hopes sick- 
ened and they would have returned to 
Now York if they could, liut they were 
without means to support themselves in 
the city. Honce, indifferent where it 
might be found, they sought more prom- 
ising territory toward the south, and 
nf ter wandering a distance of three miles 
they knelt in the woods to implore di- 
vino direction. 
By common impulse 


they wore moved to choose the spot 
where they thus luicjlt as tho center of 
their settlement. 


The men plodded back to Lakeland, 


and thenco laboriously brought their 
personal effects, tho moro important of 
which were a canvas tent nnd a cooking 
stove. When shelter was thus secured 
and an attempt mado to kindle a fire it 
was sorrowfully discovered that thero 
was not n match in tho colonj-; and- all 
Bohemia laughs to tins day when, tho 
etory is told oT John Kertochvil seizing 
liifl musket and firing tho charge into 
the grate, thus providentially kindling 
tho firo while running tho risk of blaw- 
iug the precious stove to pieces. 


Tlio men found work on tho Great 


South bay near by, or on tlio forms of 
tho southsido gentr}*; and before long 
each family dwelt in its primitive hut, 
and men and wqjjion1 unitedly labored to 
clear the laud and prepare it for a crop. 
Tho narrative of their struggle would bo 
monotonous: Enough that it waa suc- 
cessful. Gradually their numbers were 
i-u-enforced by other families of their 
countrymen, until thero aro now fifty- 
two houses and £50 settlors in the colony. 
Pretty HUlo dwellings they arc, too, sur- 
rounded by trim gardens and patches of 
land yielding crops of com, potatoes and 
other vegetables 0.1 bountiful ns can be 
found anywhere. 


The area of Bohemiavilla is 1 ,800 acres, 


300 of which are under cultivation. A 
commodious school building nnd n public 
hall evidence tho progressive spirit of the 
villagers, some of whom aro old Catho- 
lics and others Hussites. Both sects have 
neat chapels, the Hussite clement es- 
pousing tho forms of episcopacy under 
the superintendence of tho Rev. John U. 
Prescott, rector of St. Ann's Episcopal 
church, Sayvillo. Although English is 
alone taught in their school, they cling 
to their mother tongtio and to tho cus- 
toms of fatherland, whilo all ardently 
cherish tho memory of John Huas.— 
Uarper'a Weekly.
